to your home In Frederick. 

The press of time forced us to settle for a vacation site 
considerably closer to home (l.e*. Savannah, Ga., where I was born)* 

At any rate. It is still my desire and Intention to meet you soon* 

I am currently trying to arrange through Rolling Stone magazine 
(whloh seems to be the only publication of any consequence which 
has not accepted the Warren Commission's Report) to conduot an 
Interview with you at your residence* This, of course. Is contingent 
upon your approval and upon Rolling Stone's expression of Interest* 
Plesse let me know what you think of the Idea* 

I have Just read a story bearing the AP logo which reports 
that the Rockefeller Commission has appointed a team of five medical 
experts to examine the autopsy file on JFK* However, a member of 
that team has already said he has found nothing to refute the theory 
that Oswald, acting alone, fired the fatal shots from the Texas 
School Book Depository* Interestingly, this particular member Is 
Lt* Col* Robert R. McMeekln of the Armed Forces Institute of Pathology* 



McMeeklm has adopted the Incredible posture that the Zapruder 
film does not necessarily show JFK being hurled backward because 
of a bullet fired from In front of him. In fact, the AP said, McMeekln 
theorised “that a muscle spasm caused by massive brain damage caused 
Kennedy’s head to snap backward." And so It goes, as Kurt Vonnegut 
would say. 

At any rate, I discovered an error In your latest volume of 
the Whitewash series which may be of some minor Interest to you. 

On page 20 In the last paragraph, you refer to Georgia's late senior 
senator as "Richard Blssell Russell." In fact, his name was Richard 
Brevard Russell. 

Since we last spoke to each other, I have received some exciting 
news. I have been accepted by Emory University School of Law and 
will begin my studies this fall. I Intend to concentrate on criminal 
law because, like you, I believe there Is a critical need In this 
area. The United States would do well to consider adopting some 
form of Great Britain's solicitor-barrister approach to handling 
court cases.
